W kigert’s Sentence. — Tlie motion fora now 
trial, made on behalf of William M. VV algert, 
who during the present term of the Fayette Cir- 
cuit Court , was convicted of murder, was, oil 
Saturday morning last overruled by Judge Good- 
loe. The Court reviewed with much minute- 
ness, the various grouuda relied opou by the 
counsel for the defense to sustain the motion; 
and showed to the satisfaction of everybody pres- 
ent, that there existed no sufficient ground ior 
granting a new trial. 

The motion hud been under coi.sidera’ioii for 
several davs, ami had bevu discussed during the 
morning and evening hours of the court, nt a 
great length ami will) signal ability by the coun- 
sol on both sides. The court in the decision of 
the important question, displayed much learning 
and ability, characteristic fairness and firmness. 
After Ihe decision over-ruling the motion for a| 
new iritl was announced, the Court addressed the 
prisoner, who had all lire while been present, iu 
substance ns follows: 

11 Win. Weiger*, you wiil stand up. Have 
you anything to say why the sentence of tlie 
law should not be passed upon you? To which 
the prisoner made some inaudible reply: when 
the Court, after waiting for a few momeuls. pro- 
ceeded to pass sentence upon him, in substance, 
ns follows: You have been tried by oh impar- 

tial jury of your peers, sworn and ompanneled ac- 
cording to law, upon aiu indictment fouud against 
vou for the murder of an acquaintance and fel- 
low citiz-n. After a lull and fair investigation 
of the charge, during which you have had the 
zealous assistance ot able and eloquent counsel, 
you have been found guilty. There is no evi- 
dence adduced in your application for a new 
trial, showing or conducing to show either that 
in the conduct of the trial any of the require- ! 
inents of the law have been in the least violated;) 
or that in tiie verdict of the jur> injustice has been 
done vou; but the on contrary, upon a full and 
lair trial, the proof of your guilt is conclusive, 
and the jury acting under the law and evidence 
were compelled to render the verdict of Guilty 
and it would be a gross abuse of the duties of my 
office to grant you any relief, by giving you a 
new. Inal upon tlie grounds madejoul and re- 
lied upon by your counsel, for this crime of 
which you have been found guilty. You have 
incurred tlie penalty of the law, which is death 
ami it line become iny duty to pass the sentence 
of death upon you. It is awful to die, and inoie 
awful to die unprepared. To this preparation for 
death I would commend you, for I know of no 
hope for you this side of the grave. As to the 
means of this preparation I am not myself pre- 
pared to advise you: but the Christian ministry 
whom you are surrounded, I have no doubt will 
will give you every facility in their power. It now 
only remains lor me to say, that you must bo 
taken back to the jail frsm whence you iiave 
been brought this morning, there to be kept in 
close confinement until Saturday, the 12th day 
of August next, when you will be taken by the 
sheriff of Fayette county from thence to u gal- 
lows erected by iiitN for the purpose, upon winch 
you shall be hanged by the neck until you are 
dead. May God Iiave mercy on you.” 

The prisoner was then conducted to the jail, 
where he awaits his awful destiny.
